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1. Just prior to 10 October 1951 the Chinese Communist liaison bureau in 
Ha Giang Province informed the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRY) 
liaison “pureau in Ha Giang, directed by Nguyen Sonl, that Chinese Com- 
munist officials in Peiping have ordered General CH'EN Keng to turn 
over 240 GMC trucks to the DRV in mid-October. 


[ail] 2. In early September the Chinese Commnist V-6 (sic) Division moved from 
the Viet Bac Intersector to the Ha Nam-Ninh Binh area. Divisional head- 
quarters are now at Lac Thuy (105-32, 20-2). This division is composed 
of four regiments, of which two are made up almost entirely of Chinese 
Communist troops. It is commanded by a Chinese named Quoc Vu Vuong“.
